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Proverbs  xxii.  2. 

Tie  Rich  and  Poor  meet  together :  the  Lord  is  the  Ma¬ 
ker  of  them  AIL 

YOU  remember  the  Apologue  of  St.  Paul  in  his 
firft  Epiftle  to  the  Corinthians ;  where  he  com¬ 
pares  the  Church,  the  body  of  Chrift,  to  the 
human  body,  which  is  compofed  of  a  variety  of  parts, 
very  different  from  each  other,  in  their  formation,  and  in 
their  functions,  but  all  of  them  neceffary  to  the  good  of 
the  whole.  It  is  applicable  to  Civil  as  well  as  Religious 
Society.  One  of  the  fame  kind  had  been  anciently  fo  ap¬ 
plied  wTith  good  effeCt,  to  appeafe  an  unreafonable  and  fe- 
ditious  populace  in  R.ome,  who  had  been  deluded,  by 
fubtle  artifices  and  plaufible  harangues,  to  withdraw  their 
confidence  from  their  beft  Friends  and  Benefactors . 
But  there  was  more  force  in  it  as  urged  by  St.  Paul, 
than  in  the  mouth  of  the  Roman  Orator ;  becaufe  He 
could  with  truth  introduce  the  confideration  of  the 
Divine  Will,  and  give  a  Similitude  all'  the  ffrength  of 
a  Command,  “  God  Jet  the  me?nhers  every  one  of  them 
“  in  the  body  as  it  hath  p leafed  Him.”  C(  cIhe  eye  cannot 
*(  fay  to  the  hand,  I  have  no  need  of  thee:  nor  again  the 
“  hand  to  the  feet,  I  have  no  need  of  you.”  “  God  hath 
((  tempered  the  body  together ,  having  given  more  abund - 
ii  ant  honour  to  that  which  lacked ;  that  there  foould  be 
iC  no  Schifm  in  the  body ;  but  that  the  members  foould 
“  have  the  Jame  care  one  for  another.”

In  the  fame  manner  hath  God  allotted  to  each  man 
who  cometh  into  the  world  his  proper  office  and  bufi- 
nefs  in  it :  in  many  cafes  moft  probably  by  his  im¬ 
mediate  providence,  that  is,  where  great  events  appear 
incapable  of  being  accounted  for  but  by  that  fuppo- 
fition ;  although  more  generally  by  the  operation  of 
things,  originally  difpofed  by  Him  to  have  certain  or¬ 
derly  dependances  and  confequences.  It  cannot  be 
denied,  but  that  God  can,  if  he  pleafeth,  give  to  One 
man,  inftantaneoufiy,  wherewithal!  to  be  clothed  with 
purple  and  fine  linen,  and  to  fare  fumptuoufly  every 
day.  This  may  be  done  for  wife  reafons,  but  be¬ 
yond  our  penetration ;  and  for  fimilar  reafons  Another 
may  be  reduced  to  poverty,  even  to  be  laid  at  the  rich 
man’s  gate,  full  of  fores  to  defire  to  be  fed  with 
the  crumbs  which  fall  from  his  table ;  and  to  find 
but  little  relief,  except  from  the  unmeant  charity  of 
the  dogs  licking  his  fores.  Thus  the  rich  and  poor 
may  meet  together,  and  God  be  the  maker  of  them 
all.  But  fo  likewife  do  they  conftantly  meet  togther, 
and  fo  is  He  likewife  the  maker  of  them  all,  by  his 
more  general  providence.  In  his  wifdom  he  made  the 
worlds,  and  peopled  them  with  a  variety  of  inhabi¬ 
tants  of  different  natures  and  powers.  Of  all  things 
upon  this  Earth  he  made  Man  to  be  the  fovereign ; 
and  gave  him  laws,  by  which  he  was  to  diredt  him- 
felf  in  the  ufe  and  government  of  them.  He  gave 
him  Reafon,  by  which  he  might  know  how  to  treat 
them  rightly ;  and  he  endowed  him  with  Affedtions, 
which  might  either  heighten  the  enjoyment  of  them, 
or,  if  too  warmly  indulged,  deftroy  it  totally,  and 
turn  the  good  food  of  foul  and  body  to  poifon.  It 
is  upon  the  condudt  and  connexions  of  men,  or  of 
their  anceftors,  that  their  ftations  in  the  world  de- 
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pend.  They  are  all  free,  and  they  cannot  but  ufe 
their  freedom ;  fome  well,  foine  ill ;  they  have  dif¬ 
ferent  degrees  of  ftrength,  health,  application,  fuccefs; 
and  thefe  too  are  all  of  them  conlequences  of  the 
freedom  of  thetnfelves  or  others;  fo  that  men  could 
not  have  been  what  they  are  in  their  Kind,  without 
a  capacity  of  becoming  what  they  are  in  their  De¬ 
grees. 

Civil  Society,  ordained  to  correct  the  wildnefs  of 
Nature,  introduces  an  additional  variety  amongft  them  ; 
and  all  the  circumftances,  which  attend  upon  their  ex¬ 
igence  in  this  world,  by  innumerable  combinations 
occaflon  as  great  a  diverfity  of  the  characters  and  lots 
of  men,  as  there  is  of  their  fhapes  and  complexions. 

You  cannot  imagine  in  your  minds  (if  experience 
could  be  put  out  of  the  queflion)  that  it  is  poflible 
for  men  to  be  upon  an  exaCt  equality ;  without  the 
neceflity  of  Power,  and  without  the  duty  of  Obedience; 
without  Greatnefs,  and  without  Subjection;  without 
Eafe,  and  without  Labour;  without  Riches,  and  with¬ 
out  Poverty.  All  thefe  oppofites  mud  meet  together. 
To  fuppofe  all  men  Rich  is  an  abfurdity :  to  fuppofe 
all  men  Poor  is  an  abfurdity :  for  riches  and  poverty 
are  correlative  things,  and  infer  one  another.  They 
cannot  but  exift  together.  It  is  God’s  own  ordinance 
that  it  fhould  be  fo:  He  is  the  maker  of  us  ail. 

And  this  is  a  confederation  which  fhould  lead  us  to 
refleCt,  that  as  we  are  all  Brethren,  all  the  work  of 
the  fame  hand,  all  defigned  to  one  great  end  here, 
the  carrying  on  the  general  bufinefs  of  this  world,  we 
are  all  alike  concerned  in  the  movement  of  the  vaft 
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machine,  and  the  leffer  wheels  are  as  neceffary  in  theif* 
refpedtive  places  as  the  greater;  from  whence  arifes  a 
call  for  mutual  love  and  regard. 

Do  you  wear  purple  and  fine  linen  ?  you  did  not  culti¬ 
vate  the  grounds,  nor  fpin,  nor  weave,  nor  colour.  Do 
you  adorn  yourfelf  with  precious  flones  and  gold  ?  you 
did  not  dig  for  them,  and  you  did  not  fafhion  them. 
Defpife  not  thofe  who  did  this  for  you ;  for  God  is 
their  maker.  Did  you,  on  the  other  hand,  dig  the 
earth,  fow,  plant,  fpin,  weave?  And  do  you  repine 
when  you  fee  the  labour  of  your  hands  clothing  and 
adorning  others  ?  Do  you  accufe  them  of  luxury  and 
vanity?  You  envy  them  poflibly  at  the  fame  time: 
and  you  certainly  forget  that  God  is  Their  maker ; 
the  maker  of  us  All ;  of  our  conditions  and  Stations 
as  well  as  of  our  perfons ;  that  thofe  flations  have 
their  wTants,  and  will  require  fupplies  in  various  pro¬ 
portions  :  you  forget  efpecially  that  the  ordinary  de¬ 
mands  of  the  rich,  create  employment  for  the  poor  ; 
and  that  Their  Vanity,  if  you  will  have  it  fo,  is  Your 
Bread.  It  is  very  certain,  that  in  the  general  conside¬ 
ration  of  man,  as  he  came  out  of  the  hands  of  his  ma¬ 
ker,  there  is  no  difference  of  this  kind  difcernible ;  nor 
is  there  any  reafon  to  think  that  the  diflindtion  will 
fubfifl  in  another  flate.  As,  (<  God  is  no  refpeffier  of 
A&s  x.  u  perfons,  but  in  every  Nation  he  that  feareth  Him  and 
34-  <(  worketh  right  eoifnefs  is  accepted  with  him,"  fo  we  be¬ 

lieve  of  every  Rank  and  Order  of  Men;  that  if  they 
fear  God  and  work  righteoufnefs  they  will  be  accepted. 
The  gate  of  heaven  is  open  to  all ;  and  whofoever  Shall 
hereafter  enter  that  gate,  he  will  find  that  the  temporary 
diflindtions  of  this  world  will  then  have  ceafed  ;  and 
that  All  thofe  who  fliall  have  embraced,  during  this 

their 
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their  time  of  probation,  the  gracious  terms  of  acceptance 
with  God  through  Chrift  their  Redeemer,  will  meet 
together  in  one  common  ftate  of  everlafting  happinefs. 
But  in  the  mean  time  the  diftinCtions  of  the  world  muft 
remain.  Ever  “  fince  man  was  placed  upon  the  earth5* 
it  hath  been  fo :  and  it  will  be  fo,  as  long  as  man 
continueth  upon  the  Earth, 

Th  ese  reflections  have  feemed  to  me  no  improper 
introduction  to  the  bufinefs  of  this  day;  and  I  am 
willing  to  fuppofe,  that  a  private  application  of  them 
to  that  bufinefs  hath  been  already  made  by  all  who 
are  prefent.  And  then,  what  can  be  a  more  obvious 
inference  from  this  consideration,  of  the  neceffary  mix¬ 
ture  of  Rich  and  Poor,  than  that  as  they  mu  ft  each 
of  them  have  their  refpeCtive  duties,  fo  a  capital  duty 
of  the  former  muft  be,  to  alleviate  the  diftreffes  of  the 
latter,  their  brethren,  the  work  of  the  hands  of  the 
fame  God  ? 

To  Define  this  duty  would  be  but  a  very  unneceffary  af¬ 
fectation  of  correCtnefs ;  unlefs  perhaps  it  might  prove  in 
fome  degree  mifchievous ;  as  ail  attempts  to  make  plain 
things  more  plain  have  a  manifeft  tendency  to  perplex, 
rather  than  to  inform  the  Underftanding.  Every  man  in 
the  world  knows  what  it  is  to  alleviate  the  diftrefs  of 
others  :  he  knows  too,  that  there  is  a  moft  tranfcend- 
ent  pleafure  in  doing  it:  he  feels  it,  in  the  Defign,  in 
the  ACt,  and  in  the  Remembrance  of  it :  he  knows, 

that  if  he  were  in  circumftances  Similar  to  thofe  of  the 

% 

objects  of  his  goodnefs,  he  fliould  wifh  for,  pray  for, 
and  be  grateful  to  fuch  a  Friend  :  he  knows  his  duty 
by  Intuition ;  or  if  he  fliould  happen  to  have  fallen  into 
an  uncommon  degree  of  infenfibility,  yet  he  cannot  well 
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open  his  Bible  without  meeting  with  the  cleared  induc¬ 
tions.  No  man  can  read  that  firft  and  bed  of  Chridian 
fermons,  our  Saviour’s  own  ;  no  man  can  attend  to  fun- 
dry  occasional  declarations  of  our  Blefled  Lord  concern¬ 
ing  love  to  one  another;  no  man  can  condder  his  pointed 
parables,  without  applying  them  to  himfelf.  Holy  writ 
will  make  him  know,  and  will  make  him  rejoice  in 
knowing,  that  it  is  his  bulinefs  to  mitigate  the  calami¬ 
ties  of  the  world.  Then,  when  he  is  contemplating 
the  various  wants  of  mankind,  the  wonderful  works 
of  his  Redeemer  will  particularly  call  forth  his  atten¬ 
tion  to  one  amongd  the  mod  dreadful  of  thole  v/ants,  the 
want  of  Health.  And  it  feerns  a  very  natural  thought, 
and  an  eafy  inference,  that  as  Chrid  Jefus  in  great  mea- 
lure  proved  his  divine  million  by  healing  the  lick  mi- 
raculouily,  lo  He  by  healing  them  charitably,  fhould 
prove  himfelf  Chrid’s  true  Difciplc,  obeying  his  com¬ 
mands,  and  following  his  example. 

It  is  not  to  enforce  the  praddce  of  this  duty  in  a 
general  view  that  we  meet  here  this  day  :  but  it  is  to 
recommend  it  upon  a  particular  plan,  which  you  have 
already  adopted,  and  generoufly  fupported.  No  man  I 
iuppole  ever  doubted  but,  that  Chridianitv  required  him 
to  heal  the  lick  if  he  is  able  to  do  it.  But  many  a 
man  may  have  faid.  Why  not  in  the  parifhes  where  they 
refide  ?  Why  not  at  their  own  homes?  Why  in  an 
Hofpital?  Why  in  a  precarious  Hofpital,  depending  not 
upon  a  fettled  permanent  income,  but  upon  annual  and 
voluntary  Contributions  ?  Why  fhould  we  do  that  in 
conjunction  with  others,  which  every  man  may  do  for 
himfelf?  To  thefe  particulars  a  few  confiderations  mud 
be  fubmitted  by  way  of  reply. 


Now 
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Now  the  fick  poor  cannot  pofiibly  be  fo  well  abided 
in  their  own  parifhes,  and  in  their  own  cottages  (at 
lead  many  wife  and  good  perfons  think  fo)  as  in  an 
Hofpital.  Men  of  competent  fkill  in  medicine  are  doubt- 
defs  fpread  about  the  Country ;  but  they  are  not  at 
hand  in  every  Village;  they  cannot  always  be  procured 
fpeedily;  their  attendance  when  procured  cannot  well  be 
fo  condant  as  the  cafe  may  require;  Phyfick  is  their 
Profeffion,  and  as  they  depend  upon  it  for  the  bread  of 
themfelves  and  their  families,  they  mud  be  paid  ;  and 
good  as  their  hearts  may  be,  it  will  be  very  hard  upon 
them  if  they  are  not  paid.  But  then,  this  is  a  confi- 
deration,  which  deters  the  poor  from  making  their  cafes 
known  in  time;  and  when  they  are  known,  there  is 
always  in  them  an  unwillingnefs  to  apply  for  fuch  relief, 
and  an  impatience,  if  the  effect  of  phyfick  is  not  fo 
quick  as  the  effect  of  what  men  conceive  of  Charms; 
r  they  expedt  it  to  do  it’s  bufinefs  inftantaneoufly ;  or  if 

a  few  of  them  are  fedate  and  fenfible  enough  to  fubmit 
to  good  directions,  yet  frequently  their  little  All  will 
be  fpent,  before  their  d  id-refs  can  reach  the  ears  of  thofe 
who  are  bed  able  to  afiid  them  with  money  ;  which  is 
apt  to  come  too  much  more  readily  in  the  time  of  ca¬ 
lamity,  than  in  the  way  of  reimburfement  afterwards. 
Add  to  this  the  inexperience  of  all  about  them;  their 
fears  and  their  folly; -the  danger  of  undoing  all  that  may 
have  been  done  for  them,  in  one  moment,  by  what  they 
cannot  conceive  to  be  of  importance,  a  little  more 
warmth,  or  a  little  more  coolnefs,  or  an  apparently 
trifling  change  of  diet,  in  quantity  or  in  quality.  Nor 
mud  we  forget  the  ccnfideration  of  their  danger  from  the 
advice  of  weak  perfons,  who  think  themfelves  in  the  pof- 
fedion  of  remedies  for  All  difeafes,  which  perhaps  never 
yet  were  effectual,  or  not  fingly  lo,  to  the  cure  of  One; 
i  C  any 
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any  more  than  the  ftill  greater  danger,  and  ftill  greater 
expence,  incurred  by  applying  to  ignorant  pretenders 
to  that  Art,  which  muft  have  it’s  Foundation  in  Know¬ 
ledge,  and  mud  attain  to  it’s  Perfection  by  Experience. 


This,  if  I  miftake  not,  is  the  true  cafe  of  the  poor, 
fettled  in  little  Towns  and  Villages.  But  there  are 
likewife  poor  Travellers,  to  and  from  your  Harvefts,  to 
and  from  your  Sea-ports ;  nor  let  the  poor  Beggar,  even 
the  idle  and  ufelefs  Beggar  be  unthought  of ;  for  “  God 
tt]i  “  maketh  His  Jim  to  rife  on  the  evil  and  on  the  good \ 

45.  “  and  fendeth  rain  on  the  jufl,  and  on  the  unjujl  ”  And 

if  thefe  fhould  be  vifited  with  fickneis,  or  meet  with 
fudden  accidents,  to  which  they  are  exceedingly  liable, 
doth  not  humanity  fhudder  at  the  thought  of  packing 
them  Off—  pardon  the  expreffion;  it  was  not  chofen  for  its 
elegance— of  packing  them  Off  to  their  legal  fettlements, 
under  a  management  too  not  always  of  the  moff  tender 
kind,  when  a  few  fhillings  might  relieve  them  in  this 
City?  For  Here  is  a  Certainty  of  the  attendance,  and 
the  ready  and  conftant  attendance,  of  men  fkillful  in 
all  the  branches  of  medical  knowledge  :  Here  neither 
the  poor  nor  their  relations  have  any  expence  to  fear  : 
Here  the  friendly  gates  will  be  open  to  as  many  as 
the  Manfion  can  contain,  and  the  Shop  to  many  whom 
It  cannot  contain:  Plere  the  moil  exadt  care  will  be 
taken,  that  medicines  may  be  good  in  their  feveral  kinds, 
rightly  compounded,  properly  adminiftered,  and  accom¬ 
panied  with  all  that  attention  to  air  and  diet,  which 
the  greateft  and  richeft  amongft  us  can  expedt  in  his 
own  cafe  :  And  Here  too  the  Patients  will  be  happily 
removed  from  the  fond,  but  weak  affiduities  of  their 
own  families,  and  guarded  again  ft  the  dangerous  fallies 
of  their  own  impatience. 
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If  we  are  convinced  of  all  this,  let  us  not  be  appre- 
hen  five  that  our  good  work  will  come  to  nought,  as  being 
founded,  not  in  perpetual  Eftates,  but  in  voluntary  and 
therefore  variable  Contributions.  I  will  not  fay  in  preca¬ 
rious  Contributions;  becaufe  I  am  very  much  difpofed  to 
believe,  that  they  are  lets  precarious,  in  fome  fenfe,  than 
Eflablifhments.  They  never  can  be  abufed  or  neglected. 
It  is  next  to  impoffible  to  fuppofe  it.  The  difburfe- 
ments  will  always  be  under  the  direction  of  almoffc  as 
many  of  the  contributors  as  can  poffibly,  of  all  that 
can  eafily,  attend.  There  doth  not  exift  a  temptation, 
to  a  mifapplication,  if  you  could  fuppofe  any  temptation 
likely  to  fuceeed.  In  truth  mifapplicaton  muft  be  pre¬ 
vented  by  a  certainty  of  it’s  mining  the  whole  plan. 
'All  men  are  more  attentive  like  wife  to  their  own  works, 
than  to  thofe  of  others/  They  find  more  pleasure  in 
them.  They  fee  them  profper  under  their  hands  ;  and 
it  is  in  this  caie,  as  .in  that  of  the  produce  of  the  earth; 
there  is  a  more  fatisfaCtory  relifh  in  what  we  ourfelves 
have  planted,  watered,  reared  up  and  protected.  Arid 
as  to  thofe,  whofe  Age,  Sex,  Employments,  Diffidence, 
even  Indolence,  may  prevent  them  from  attending  in 
•perfon,  they  will  yet  have  the  fatisfadlion  of  knowing 
with  what  care,  and  diligence,  and  ability,  their  Alms 
are  managed;  and  will  fee  the  effeCbs  of  them  in  the 
annual  printed  accounts.  Happier  furely.  may  we  he 
on  This  fide  the  grave,  in  that  particular,  than  they, 
who,  whilfl  they  dictate  their  laft  pious  teftaments,  can¬ 
not  but  have  fome  fufpicion  of  the  inactivity  of  future 
managers;  and  perhaps  they  may  have  heard  of  fome- 
thing  worfe  than  inactivity. 


Indeed  the  doubts  of'  fuccefs  when  a  Charitable  In- 
ftitution  depends  upon  the  wills  of  men,  too  often  fickle

and  changeable,  feem  to  me  to  a  rife  from  a  good  heart, 
but  a  timid  one.  Reflection  Might  overcome  thofe 
doubts;  but  Experience  cannot  fail  to  do  it;  and  upon 
that  heft  of  foundations  is  this  Hofpital  building;  upon 
the  Experience  of  the  Capital  of  this  kingdom,  and  of 
a  conficerable  number  of  Counties,  which  have  been 
continually  encouraging  others,  year  after  year,  from  the 
time  when  the  fpirited  efforts  of  *  Dr.  Alured  Clarke 
broke  through  every  obflacle  which  flood  in  his  way  ; 
as  Obflacles  always  did,  and  always  will  fland  in  the 
way  of  every  new  Defign,  however  excellent. 

Well,  but  we  can  difpofe  of  our  own  money,  in 
our  own  way,  at  our  convenience,  amongfl  our  nearefl 
neighbours,  and  we  fee  no  ufe  in  throwing  it  into  a 
common  Stock.  Difpofe  of  it  fo,  and  may  God  give 
it  his  tleffing.  But  yet  it  is  a  lawful  ufury,  to  put  your 
charity  Out,  if  peradventure  it  may  be  found  to  yield 

a  pro- 


*  Dr.  Alured  Clarke,  was  a  principal  Agent  in  eflablifhing 
an  Hofpital  at  Winchefter,  for  the  tick  and  lame  Poor,  in  the  year 
1736,  which  was  the  firft  of  the  kind  that  had  been  attempted  in 
any  part  of  this  Kingdom,  except  in  London  and  Weftminfter* 
He  likewife  preached  an  excellent  Sermon  at  the  Opening  of  the 
laid  Hofpital,  on  St.  Luke’s  day,  October  the  1 8th,  in  the  fame 
year,  which  was  afterwards  publifhed  with  a  Collection  of  Papers, 
Rules  and  Orders  relating  to  the  Rife,  Progrefs  and  Government 
of  that  Charity,  with  the  hope,  as  he  intimates  in  his  Preface, 
that  this  would  be  a  means  of  encouraging  the  well-difpofed  in 
other  places  to  make  it  a  general  Bleffing  to  our  Country.  When 
he  was  made  Dean  of  Exeter,  actuated  by  the  fame  beneficent 
Spirit,  he  proved  alfo  the  happy  Promoter  of  the  like  Eftablifhment 
for  the  County  of  Devon  and  the  City  of  Exeter  in  the  year  1741, 
iince  which  time  many  other  Hofpitals  have  been  ereCfed  in  different 
Parts  of  the  Kingdom,  and  generoufly  fupported  upon  the  fame  Plan 
of  voluntary  Condi  jutio ns. 
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a  prodigious  increafe.  And  doutblefs  it  hath  been  found, 
by  repeated  trials,  that  a  large  fum  of  money  ColleCt- 
ed  will  do  an  amazing  deal  more  good  in  this  way, 
than  all  it’s  parts  could,  when  feperately  applied.  Even 
the  widow’s  mite  may  do  more  than  £hew  the  good- 
nefs  of  her  own  heart;  it  may  be  of  real  fervice  to 
her  neighbour. 

Penury  May  find  other  objections  to  Inftitutions  of 
this  kind;  but  God  forbid  that  it  Should.  Refinement, 
Caution,  Prudence  may  alfo  find  fome ;  and  polfibly 
they  may  be  anfweted  too  by  Refinement,  Caution  and 
Prudence.  But  it  will  be  better  for  us  All  to  ob- 
ferve  St.  Paul’s  direction,  “  He  that  giveth  let  him  do 
“  it  with  Jimp  licit  yd  A  text,  which  needs  no  comment; 
but  what  is  to  be  found  written  upon  the  Hearts  of 
the  truly  Benevolent. 

1 

I  will  detain  you  no  longer -than  for  the  time  which 
one  Obfervation  more,  and  an  Exhortation  arifing  out 
of  it  will  require.  Have  we  turned  our  thoughts  to 
the  ferious  confideration  of  the  religious  knowledge  of 
our  poor  Brethren,  and  of  their  morals  ?  They  are 
certainly  in  a  deplorable  ftate.  Many  caufes  have 
concurred  to  make  them  fo,  which  it  is  not  to  the 
prefent  purpofe  to  enumerate.  The  remedy  is  difficult 
to  find.  There  is  a  pitch  of  Chriftian  virtue,  to  which 
men  of  all  ranks  muff  arife,  before  Chriftian  knowledge 
can  be  again  effectually  fpread  abroad  :  and  a  melan¬ 
choly  truth  it  is,  that  againfl:  that  high  pitch  of  virtue 
every  vice  and  every  folly  is  let  in  array  fo  ftrongly, 
that  the  victory  is  defperate.  True  it  is,  that  this 
Age  and  Nation  is  very  remarkably  charitable ;  and  true 
it  is,  that  <€  Charity  will  cover  a  multitude  of  Sins:’-' 

not 
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not  however  one  branch  of  Charity;  nor  will  all  it’s 
branches  cover  thofe  fins  which  are  willful,  daring,  pre- 
fumptuous,  habitual.  Yet  this  very  work  of  this  day 
may  perhaps  prevent  many  fins,  both  of  the  rich  and 
poor ;  many,  by  recalling  to  every  man’s  mind  the  State 
of  his  own  Soul,  to  which  the  folemnity  of  pious  afiem- 
blies  naturally  leads ;  many  more,  by  the  inftrudtions 
which  the  Patients  will  receive  during  their  abode  in 
the  Hofpital ;  by  their  being  accuftomed  to  prayer  and 
thanksgiving,  to  daily  confiderations  of  the  goodnefs  of 
God,  as  in  all  things,  fo  in  railing  up  to  them  Bene¬ 
factors,  who  fo  liberally  provide  for  their  relief.  The 
Place,  and  what  is  to  be  done  in  the  place,  have  a 
regular  tendency  to  heal  the  Souls  of  the  afflidted 
as  well  as  their  Bodies.  And  if,  as  to  the  flefh, 
they  go  into  it  as  to  an  houfe  of  mourning,  they  may 
yet  find  it,  by  God’s  Bleffing,  as  to  the  fpint,  an  houfe 
of  feafting. 

May  they  remember  by  whofe  means  under  God 
it  came  to  be  fo !  and  may  they  now  take  'in  good 
part  one  word  of  Exhortation,  that  they  “  Study  to 
j  Thef  be  quiet."  The  poor  receive  good  at  the  hands  of  God, 
c,  4.  v.  11,  with  pleafure  certainly,  with  thankfullnefs  I  hope.  Let 
them  receive  evil  patiently ;  for  no  evil  can  come  from 
That  Hand  but  with  mod:  perfect  reafon,  and  with  a 
tendency  to  their  good  in  the  end,  if  they  make  a  Right 
ufe  of  it  :  But  they  will  make  a  very  Bad  ufe  of  it, 
if  they  aferibe  the  trying  difpenfations  of  Providence  to 
their  Brethren,  who  are  in  their  proportions  always  in¬ 
volved  in  the  fame  Calamities,  as  they  partake  likewife 
of  the  fame  BJeffings  with  themfelves.  It  is  God,  not 
man,  that  giveth  rain  and  fruitful  feafons;  and  it  is  God, 
not  man  that  fendeth  the  blight  and  the  canker-worm. 

By 
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By  ftudying  to  be  quiet  they  will  beft  thank  God 
for  all  his  mercies,  and  they  will  beft  thank  their  Be- 

J 

nefadtors,  who  make  themfelves  God’s  inftruments  in 
the  difpenfation  of  thofe  mercies.  But  on  the  Contrary, 
/  they  will  become  moft  inexcufeable  in  the  eyes  of  God 

and  Man,  if  they  give  themfelves  up  to  riot  and  drunk¬ 
en  nefs,  to  envy,  and  murmurings,  and  ftrife,  and  every 
evil  work. 

Nor  can  they  even  hope  for  the  Blefling  of  God 
upon  this  pious  undertaking,  for  Their  good,  if  they 
will  not  on  Their  part  contribute,  by  a  fober  and  godly 
life,  to  the  peace  and  profperity  of  the  Community. 

Now  to  God,  the  Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Ghoft,  be 
afcribed,  as  is  moft  due,  all  honour,  power,  majefty  and 
glory,  henceforth  for  evermore.

IN  this  general  Publication  of  the  State  of  the  Norfolk  and  Norwich 
PIospital,  which  is  annexed  to  a  Sermon  preached  for  its  Bene¬ 
fit,  by  the  Right  Reverend  the  Lord  Bishop  of  Norwich,  it 
may  not  be  improper  to  acquaint  the  Publick  with  the  original  In- 
flitution  of  it,  and  it’s  Progrefs  to  the  prefent  Time.  This  will  fhew 
how  defirous  the  Promoters  of  this  excellent  Charity  have  been  to 
imitate  the  Zeal  of  thofe  worthy  Perfons,  who  in  other  Counties  have 
fet  on  foot  the  fame  benevolent  Scheme  for  preferving  the  Lives  and 
contributing  to  the  Health  and  Comfort  of  many  of  their  fellow 
Creatures. 

It  will  be  fufficient  here  to  obferve  that  County  Hofpitals  have  for 
a  long  Time  been  looked  upon  as  admirable  means  under  the  Provi¬ 
dence  of  God  of  aflifting  and  relieving  the  Maladies  and  Infirmities 
of  the  poorer  Clafs  of  People.  Influenced  by  thele  Conflderations 
the  Gentlemen  of  this  County  and  City  have  wilhed  to  equal,  or  if 
poflible,  to  exceed  the  generous  Attempts  of  thofe*  w7ho  have  been 
promoting  the  lame  Deflgns  in  other  Counties.  They  have  according¬ 
ly  thro*  the  liberality  of  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Norwich  been 
enabled  to  fix  upon  a  Piece  of  Ground  in  every  refpebt  commodious 
for  the  Purpofe,  in  a  moft  happy  Situation,  and  a  Leafe  for  500  Years 
has  been  granted  and  executed  upon  very  eafy  Terms,  lo  that  there 
is  Reafon  to  hope  that  their  Hofpital  under  thefe  Circumftances  will 
anfwer  their  molt  fanguine  Expectations. 

Upon  this  Piece  of  Ground  the  Body  and  one  Wing  of  the  Hofpital 
have  been  already  ereCted,  and  the  Governors  have  the  Satisfaction  to 
find  that  the  Height  of  their  Wards  and  the  Mode  of  Building  fix'd 
upon,  which  render  the  Plofpital  remarkably  airy,  have  met  with 
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general  Approbation.  Thefe  Circumftances,  it  is  hoped,  will  con¬ 
tribute  to  the  more  fpeedy  Recovery  of  the  Patients,  by  which  means 
there  will  be  a  quicker  Succeffion  and  of  courfe  a  greater  Number  of 
Sick  Perfons  aflifted.  And  it  has  been  obferved  that  moft  People 
who  have  vifited  the  Hofpital,  have  exprefs’d  their  Satisfaction  in 
hndng  thefe  important  Particulars  fo  carefully  attended  to,  upon 
which  probably  much  of  the  future  Benefit  of  the  Hofpital  depends. 

The  Governors  think  themfelves  obliged  to  explain  to  the  Publick, 
the  Reafons  why  they  have  not  proceeded  to  complete  the  Building  by 
ereCting  the  other  Wing.  Had  their  Abilities  been  equal  to  their  Zeal, 
it  had  been  hnifhed  within  the  Courfe  of  this  Summer,  but  the  Fund 
fet  apart  for  the  Building  (tho*  a  large  one)  is  nearly  exhaufted,  and 
will  only  enable  them  to  render  ufeful,  what  has  been  already  ereCted, 
the  Point  they  have  particularly  in  view,  and  which  they  with  to  fee 
effected  as  foon  as  poffible,  They  are  in  hopes  however,  when  the 
Publick  fhall  experience  the  Benefit  of  this  Charity  and  be  acquainted 
with  the  impartial  and  judicious  Manner  in  which,  they  truft,  it  will 
be  conducted,  that  new  BenefaCtors  will  ftep  forth  in  Support  of  fo 
noble  a  Charity,  and  furniflt  them  with  the  Means  of  completing  the 
Plan  they  have  adopted.  , 

This  Hofpital  has  been  open’d  for  Out  Patients  ever  fince  July  laft, 
fome  of  whom  have  been  cured,  and  many  Perfons  are  now  fupplied 
with  the  Advice  of  the  Phyficians  and  Surgeons,  and  have  Phyfick 
adminiftered  to  them,  and  it  is  hoped  that  within  a  Month  from  the 
prefent  Time  the  Governors  will  be  able  to  admit  In-Patients,  there 
being  now  twenty  Beds  almoft  ready,  the  Number  with  which  they 
intend  to  begin. 

The  Governors  would  be  glad  if  fuch  Gentlemen  and  Clergymen 
as  are  acquainted  with  their  Defign,  and  approve  of  it,  would  trouble 
themfelves  to  inform  their  Neighbours  of  the  Nature  and  Utility 
of  this  Hofpital,  and  endeavour  to  procure  Subfcriptions  both  to  the 
Building  and  annual  Support  of  it. 

The  Governors  judge  it  neceffary  to  publifh  the  following  Ob- 
fervations  relative  to  fuch  BenefaCtors  as  have  been  kind  enough  to 
encourage  their  Undertaking.

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It  is  taken  for  granted  that  every  Subfcriber  will  continue  his  Sub- 
fcription,  till  the  contrary  is  fignified  either  to  the  Treafurer  or  the 
Secretary  of  the  Hofpital. 

It  is  requelled,  as  a  Favour,  that  all  Subfcribers  will  tranfmit  their 
Subscriptions  regularly  in  December,  or  as  foon  after  as  poffible  every 
Year,  fince  it  will  be  of  confiderable  Benefit  to  the  Charity  to  have 
this  Money  advanced  as  dire6ted  by  the  Rules  and  Orders  of  this 
Hofpital,  and  as  the  Appointment  of  a  Perfon  to  collect  the  Subfcripti¬ 
ons  would  be  attended  with  an  Expence  which  the  Governors  are  deli- 
rous  to  avoid. 

It  fhould  be  remembered  likewife,  that  according  to  the  Rules  and 
Orders,  no  Subfcriber’s  Recommendation  is  to  be  accepted,  or  Gover¬ 
nor’s  Vote  permitted,  whilft  his  Subfcription  is  in  Airear,

And  for  the  Information  of  thofe  perfons  into  whofe  hands  fuch  may  not 
come,  it  is  thought  proper  to  print  thofe  Rules  which  relate  to  the  condition  of 
recommending  and  the  manner  of  admitting  Patients. 

37.  That  an  annual  fubfcriber  of  half  a  guinea  fhall  have  a  right  to  recom¬ 
mend  one  out-patient,  and  a  fubfcriber  of  one  guinea  fhall  have  a  right  to  re¬ 
commend  two  out-patients  within  every  year,  and  a  fubfcriber  of  two  guineas 
one  in-patient  and  one  out-patient,  or  four  out-patients  within  every  year,  and 
fubfcribers  of  larger  firms  in  the  fame  proportion;  That  a  benefactor  of  ten 
guineas  at  one  time,  fhall  have  an  equal  right  with  an  annual  fubfcriber  of  one 
guinea,  and  a  benefactor  of  twenty  guineas,  fhall  have  an  equal  right  with  an 
annual  fubfcriber  of  two  guineas,  and  benefactors  of  larger  fums  in  proportion, 
provided  that  no  fubfcriber  or  benefaCtor  have  more  than  one  patient  at  a  time. 
It  is  hoped  that  the  revenue  of  the  Hofpital  will  in  time  be  fo  confiderable,  that 
the  fubfcribers  may  be  allowed  to  recommend  a  greater  number  of  patients* 

44.  That  perfons  who  recommend  patients  from  diftant  places,  do  fend  their 
cafes  drawn  up  by  fome  Phyfician,  Surgeon  or  Apothecary,  (poft-paid)  to  the 
Secretary,  to  which  an  anfwer  fhall  be  returned,  whether  and  when  they  fhall 
be  admitted  ;  but  that  the  Board  be  hill  at  liberty  to  rejeCt  fuch  patients,  if  their 
cafes  appear  to  have  been  milreprefented. 

45.  That  when  there  fhall  be  want  of  room  in  the  Hofpital  for  the  admifiion. 
of  all  duly  recommended,  and  qualified  to  be  in-patients,  thofe  fhall  be  firft  re¬ 
ceived  whofe  cafes  will  not  admit  of  the  leafi  delay;  in  cafes  of  equal  exigency 
the  preference  fhall  be  given ;  firfi,  to  fuch  who  live  at  the  greater  difiance  ;  2dly, 
to  thofe  recommended  by  fuch  fubfcribers  and  benefactors  as  have  not  recom¬ 
mended  any  in-patients  within  the  year;  and  thirdly,  to  thofe  recommended 
by  the  largeft  contributors. 

46.  That  patients  duly  recommended  and  qualified,  who  cannot  be  admitted 
for  want  of  room  in  the  Hofpital,  be  entered  into  the  books  as  in-patients,  and 
received  into  the  houfe  preferable  to  any  other  in  equal  necefiity,  upon  the 
firfi  vacancies,  and  in  the  mean  time  treated  as  out-patients.  -
